Olympia, located in the precinct of Elis in the western Peloponnesus, 
was less of a city than a religious sanctuary dedicated to Zeus 
where the all-important Olympic Games were held. The games 
commenced in 776 BC and continued uninterrupted at four-year 
intervals until AD 394, when they were abolished by the Emperor 
Theodosius as being too ‘pagan’ in spirit. From about 600 BC, the 
site of Olympia was embellished with temples, shrines, treasuries 
and athletic stadiums financed by the cities of Greece and indi- 
vidual Greek leaders. Between games, the site was maintained 
by a skeleton crew of priests and acolytes, but during the games 
huge crowds, numbering up to 50,000 spectators, converged on 
Olympia to witness the contests and cheer on their local champions. 
Starting about 470 BC, Olympic coins were struck during the games 
to provide attendees with currency for the local markets, and to 
provide income for the shrine (a small fee was charged for changing 
other civic coinages into Olympic coin). Each coin type thus became 
a keepsake of the games in which they were issued, much as modern 
commemorative currency is tied to specific events. After 420 BC, 
two mints were active — a “Zeus” mint striking coins with images 
of Zeus and his avatar, the eagle, and a “Hera” mint striking coins 
with imagery of, and associated with, his wife. This piece, struck by 
the Hera mint, portrays the goddess wearing her distinctive deco- 
rated headdress. It was issued for the 95th Olympiad, in 400 BC. As 
a pleasing example of the type, it once graced the collection of the 
great numismatist and antiquarian Virgil Brand (1862-1926).

The Bosporan Kingdom lay across the Black Sea from the northern 
coast of Asia Minor, occupying the Crimea and Taman Peninsula. 
Its culture was a mixture of Hellenic civilization and native 
Scythian influences, and many of its cities grew wealthy from the 
trade of food staples and luxury goods with the Hellenistic Greek 
kingdoms and, later, the Roman Empire. The kingdom's dynastic 
politics proved exceedingly complex, with familial betrayal com- 
monplace. It served as the last refuge of Mithradates VI, the great 
enemy of Rome, until he was forced to commit suicide by his rebel- 
lious son, Pharnaces II. During the Roman Civil Wars of 49-45 
BC, Pharnaces thought he saw a chance to reclaim his father’s vast 
empire and launched a war against the Romans in Asia Minor. At 
first successful, he was heavily defeated by Julius Caesar at Zela 
in 47 BC (the famous ‘veni, vidi, vici’ campaign). Returning to the 
Bosporus, Pharnaces faced a rebellion by his daughter Dynamis 
and son-in-law Asander, who had him put to death. Asander 
hoped to be recognized by Rome as the next king of the Bosporus, 
but Caesar instead gave the kingdom to his friend Mithridates II 
of Pergamum, who invaded and forced Asander and Dynamis to 
flee. After Caesar’s death in 44 BC, Asander managed to win the 
support of Octavian and reclaimed the kingdom in 43 BC. His 
remarkable gold coins are very much in the Hellenistic tradition, 
with excellent portraiture and reverse types bearing his his titles 
and regnal dates. Although recognized as king only from 43 BC, 
his regnal dates start with the death of Phaarnaces in 47 BC (in the 
interim he claimed only the title of Archon). Asander ruled until his 
93rd year, when he was toppled by yet another rebellion in 17 BC.

In the new books “Electrum and the Invention of Coinage” (Dennis 
McMillan, 2011), author Joe Linzalone presents a convincing case 
that this Ionian issue of circa 670-660 BC should be considered 
the first true coin type ever struck. Pre-weighed lumps of electrum, 
some marked with a rough punch, had been employed as a medium 
of exchange for some years before this issue, but they lacked any- 
thing that could be called an obverse “type” or design. The field 
of striated lines seen here, Linzalone theorizes, could evoke the 
ripples of water in the stream beds where natural electrum was 
found in Lydia and Ionia, where coinage originated; alternatively it 
could simply be an abstract design engraved into the anvil striking 
surface intended to hold the blank in position. However, Linzalone 
points out the striated fields were maintained for a while even after 
other design elements were added, indicated more than a simple 
mechanical function. In any case, in his early treatise on economics 
and money, Aristotle stated that the addition of an obverse image 
was the decisive step to converting bullion into coinage. The stri- 
ated stater is of special importance as it is the highest denomination 
initially struck; all other denominations served as fractions of a 
stater (see next lot). Only 12 striated full-weight staters are known 
to exist, all survivors from the very dawn of coinage.

It has been speculated that the later K-type mnaieions issued during 
the reigns of Ptolemy VI through VIII feature a disguised portrait of 
Cleopatra II, who was the sister and later wife of both brothers.

(on the original issues of Ptolemy II-III, from which the later issues 
were copied, the K was one of several letters used to designate 
obverse dies). Certainly the portrait on these later issues bears 
little resemblance to the face of Arsinoé II found on the gold pieces 
minted closer to her lifetime. Whether the difference is the result 
of stylization, as found in succeeding portraits of Ptolemy I Soter, 
or does in fact reflect the features of the contemporary Ptolemaic 
queen must remain an intriguing mystery.

Like most Indo-Greek rulers following Menander, whose reign 
ended circa 130 BC, Philoxenus “The Invincible” is an enigma 
wrapped in a mystery.

His reverse 
type echoes ones used on coins of Antimachus II as much as six 
decades earlier, which may point to a dynastic connection with the 
earlier ruler.

The obverse of this rare issue is clearly modeled on the great “heroic” 
tetradrachms of Eucratides, king of Greco-Bactria circa 170-145 BC.

Following 
Magian custom, she married her own son and ruled for several 
years as the power behind the throne. But having a female ruler, 
and a foreigner at that, proved unacceptable to the Parthian aris- 
tocracy and in AD 4 Musa and her son were overthrown and 
replaced by Orodes III.

Aulus Hirtius was a key supporter of Caesar who might have ended 
up as his successor in power, had events taken a different turn. An 
experienced soldier, he served as one of Caesar’s legates in Gaul 
from about 54 BC and was an envoy to Pompey in 50 BC. He served 
Caesar loyally during the Civil War against Pompey and his suc- 
cessors 48-45 BC and was appointed as Caesar’s mintmaster in 
Rome in 46 BC, when he struck the first truly large issue of gold 
aurei from the spoils of Caesar’s campaigns. These aurei, which 
bear a rather enigmatic veiled female head on the obverse, were 
used to pay Caesar's soldiers after the great triumphal parade. 
After Caesar’s assassination, Hirtius initially supported Mark 
Antony but, after taking over as Consul in 43 BC, he raised an 
army against Antony at the instigation of Cicero and Octavian. His 
army defeated Antony at Mutina in April of 43 BC, but Hirtius was 
killed in the fighting; his consular colleague Pansa died days later, 
leaving Octavian and Antony masters of Rome. Modern historians 
owe Hirtius a debt of gratitude for preserving and editing Caesar's 
Commentaries on the Gallic and Civil Wars.

For two centuries, Rome had spurned the Hellenistic practice of 
placing the ruler’s portrait on the coinage of the realm, much as 
they rejected the concept of kingship altogether. So early in 44 
BC, many Romans must have been stunned to see the image of 
Julius Caesar, recently appointed dictator for an unprecedented 
fourth time, stamped on newly issued silver denarii. Like a pro- 
fusion of other honors and titles, the right to place his image on 
coins had been bestowed on Caesar by the Roman Senate. Caesar's 
enemies may have had an ulterior motive in approving the honor, 
as it almost certainly would fuel the growing suspicion that Caesar 
intended to name himself king of Rome. If this was the intent, it suc- 
ceeded, for within three months a conspiracy had been formed and 
Caesar was duly assassinated at a meeting of the Senate on March 
15, 44 BC. This silver denarius carries a startlingly realistic, warts- 
and-all portrait of Caesar on the obverse and the image of the 
dictator's patron goddess, Venus, on the reverse. The obverse legend 
acclaims Caesar as “Imperator,” or victorious general.

Gnaeus Pompeius, self-titled ‘Pompey the Great’, first rose to 
prominence during the bloody civil wars between Sulla and the 
Marius / Cinna faction. As a young, talented general, his merci- 
less tactics against the remnants of Marian party and the rebel 
Sertorius in Spain earned him the nickname “Kid Butcher.” His 
swift defeat of the Cilician Pirates and unprecedented conquests 
in the East led to comparisons with Alexander the Great. By the 
mid 60s BC he was clearly the first man in Rome, but his relatively 
low birth and uncouth manners ensured that the blue-bloods of 
the Senate opposed his attempts to turn his military prestige into 
political power. This led to an informal power-sharing arrange- 
ment with Caesar and Crassus, the ‘First Triumvirate,’ which 
dominated Roman politics for nearly a decade. But the rise of 
Caesar to dominance made Civil War inevitable. Outmaneuvered 
and defeated, Pompey was murdered in Egypt in 48 BC, leaving his 
sons Gnaeus Jr. and Sextus to take up his cause. This remarkable 
coin, which boldly displays the elder Pompey’s portrait, was struck 
by Gnaeus Jr. in Spain as he prepared for the great battle against 
Caesar at Munda in March, 45 BC, which saw the final defeat of the 
Pompeians. It is among the earliest portrait issues of Pompey and 
likely the rarest, with perhaps fewer than 10 specimens in existence, 
of which this is easily the finest known.

The EID MAR denarius, undoubtedly the most historically important of all ancient coins, is the only Roman coin to mention a specific date, the only 
Roman coin to openly celebrate an act of murder, and one of the very few specific coins mentioned by a classical author. In his account of the Roman 
civil wars of 49-31 BC, the Roman historian Dio Cassius writes: “Brutus stamped upon the coins which were being minted his own likeness and a cap 
and two daggers, indicating by this and by the inscription that he and Cassius had liberated the fatherland.” Although the EID MAR type is justifi- 
ably famous (it was selected in a 2008 vote by top numismatists as Number 1 of the “100 Greatest Ancient Coins”), the EID MAR offered here has 
perhaps the most distinguished pedigree of all among the 75 or so surviving specimens, with auction records dating back to 1930. It has resided in the 
collections of Hall Park McCollough, Sy Weintraub, Nelson Bunker Hunt and actor-turned-history-professor Peter Weller. Numerous books, articles 
and TV productions have used this specimen to illustrate the type, including the most widely used handbook of Roman coins, David R. Sear’s “Roman 
Coins and Their Values Vol. I” (no. 1439). Also, of all the known EID MAR denarii, this example inarguably has the best metal quality-important 
since most EID MARs were apparently struck in slightly base silver and survive in a highly porous state that is subject to further deterioration, 
cracking and / or delamination. The event so celebrated, of course, is the assassination of Julius Caesar on the Ides of March (March 15), 44 BC. The 
man depicted on the obverse, Marcus Junius Brutus, was one of the ringleaders of the assassination plot, despite being the son of Caesar's longtime 
mistress, Servilia. In the centuries since, he has been both hailed as a champion of liberty and damned as the vilest of traitors. Brutus was born in 
about 85 BC, the product of two of Rome’s most distinguished families, the Junii, represented by his father M. Junius Brutus the elder, and the Servili, 
exemplified by his mother Servilia. The themes of Republican liberty and the defeat of tyrants ran strong in Brutus’ bloodlines. One of his distant 
ancestors, L. Junius Brutus, expelled the last Tarquin king of Rome and went on to become the Republic's first chief magistrate, or Consul; another 
ancestor, Servius Ahala, murdered the tyrant Spurius Maelius, who had threatened to overthrow the Republic and install himself as king. His father 
had resisted the tyranny of the Dictator Sulla and was murdered on the orders of his henchman, Pompey the Great, during the bloody Proscriptions 
of 78-77 BC. After entering public life in 58 BC, Brutus became a protégé of the Republican firebrand Cato the Younger and later married his daugh- 
ter, Porcia. Although viewed by many as a paragon of the Roman virtues, Brutus was anything but kindly to non-Romans. As a finance officer 
(Quaestor) in the provinces, Brutus made his fortune by loaning money at the extortionate interest rate of 48 percent to provincial cities, then using 
Roman armies to squeeze his debtors dry. When Julius Caesar crossed the Rubicon and plunged the Republic into Civil War on January 10, 49 BC, 
Brutus was faced with a dilemma: Should he support his friend (and his mother’s paramour) Caesar, or back the Republican cause embodied by his 
benefactor Cato, but led by his father’s murderer, Pompey? Despite his hatred for Pompey, Brutus chose to side with him and the Republicans, joining 
them in exile in Greece in mid-49 BC. After Pompey’s defeat at Pharsalus the following year, Brutus sought and obtained Caesar's pardon. During 
the dictatorship, he stood in high favor and won many plum positions in the regime, prompting rumors that Brutus was actually Caesar's illegitimate 
son. As Caesar grew ever more megalomaniacal, Brutus began to have misgivings about the fate of his beloved Republic. When his friend C. Cassius 
Longinus asked him to join a conspiracy against the great dictator, Brutus eagerly accepted and became one of its ringleaders. On the Ides of March, 
44 BC, a cabal of senators led by Brutus and Cassius surrounded Caesar during a monumental session of the Senate, where Caesar was about to 
announce his plans for the invasion of Parthia. In a bloody, frenzied scene reenacted countless times since, they stabbed him to death. Caesar’s poi- 
gnant last words were delivered in Greek as Brutus delivered the fatal thrust: “Kai su, teknon?” (“You too, my child?”). Shakespeare would later 
translate this to Latin to create the immortal line, “Et tu, Brute?” The conspirators expected to be hailed as liberators, but the Roman populace was 
horrified by Caesar’s murder and wanted the assassins punished. Brutus left Rome in April barely ahead of a lynch mob. He joined Cassius in assem- 
bling a pro-Republican power base in Macedonia, where they could wage war against Caesar's successors, Mark Antony and Octavian. A successful 
campaign against the Bessi in Thrace won him acclamation as Imperator, after which he began to strike coins to pay his growing army. His early 
coinage follows traditional themes, but his final type, the EID MAR issue of mid-42 BC, breaks the old Republican taboo by placing his own por- 
trait on the obverse, coupled with the pileus or cap of liberty (traditionally given to slaves who had received their freedom) between the daggers that 
executed Caesar. The irony is palpable: One of the acts that got Caesar killed was putting his own portrait on coins, prompting fears that he aimed to 
make himself King of Rome. Now Brutus was following suit, while celebrating his betrayal of Caesar on the iconic reverse. The choice of types could 
be seen as a final, brazen act of defiance as the armies of the warring factions closed for an ultimate clash in northern Greece. In a final twist of fate, 
Brutus used the same dagger he had plunged into Caesar to take his own life following final defeat of the assassins at the second battle of Philippi on 
October 23, 42 BC. The great rarity of Eid Mar denarii today is doubtless because the type was deliberately recalled and melted down by the victors, 
Mark Antony and Octavian.

Shakespeare accurately depicts the “lean and hungry” Cassius as 
the primary ringleader in the conspiracy against Julius Caesar, 
motivated more by envy than by any love of liberty. Born into a 
senatorial family but lacking any real talent for politics, Gaius 
Cassius Longinus joined the triumvir Crassus on his doomed expe- 
dition against the Parthians in 53 BC. Cassius managed to rescue 
himself and a handful of others from the massacre and escaped 
to Roman Syria. He returned to Rome as a war hero in 51 BC and 
fell in with the Pompeian faction, serving as tribune and com- 
mander of Pompey’s fleet during the civil war of 49-48 BC. After 
Pompey’s defeat, Cassius accepted a pardon from Caesar and 
loyally served him for the next four years. Cassius perhaps hoped 
to attain supreme power once Caesar retired, but it soon became 
apparent the dictator had no intention of stepping down. Thus, 
Cassius suborned his close friend Marcus Junius Brutus into a 
conspiracy, and he was one of the first to plunge his dagger into 
Caesar on the Ides of March, 44 BC. After fleeing Rome, Cassius 
returned to Syria and commandeered several crack legions and 
a fleet, which he used to attack and pillage the wealthy island of 
Rhodes. He joined forces with Brutus in 42 BC and marched into 
Thrace to meet the pro-Caesarian legions led by Mark Antony 
and Octavian. Though their army outnumbered the Caesarians, 
Cassius and Brutus seemed oddly fatalistic and made a suicide pact 
should either meet defeat or capture. At the first clash at Philippi 
in early October, Cassius suffered a reverse and rashly fell on his 
sword before he could be told that Brutus had counterattacked 
and saved the day. Demoralized by his friend’s death, Brutus was 
easily defeated three weeks later and took his own life. This rare 
and remarkable denarius was struck for Cassius by his lieutenant 
Marcus Servilius, most likely at Sardis in Asia Minor. The head of 
Liberty on the obverse reflects the Republican party line against 
supporters of the dead tyrant Caesar, while the naval pennant, or 
aplustre, refers to Cassius’ victory at Rhodes.

Following the murder of Julius Caesar, power fell into the hands of 
Marc Antony, Caesar’s loyal lieutenant and commander of cavalry. 
Antony’s position was soon challenged from an unexpected direc- 
tion when Caesar's 18-year-old grand-nephew, Gaius Octavius, 
arrived in Rome to claim his legacy as Caesar’s heir. The youth 
proved unnaturally canny at securing the loyalty of Caesar’s follow- 
ers and undermining Antony's authority. By 43 BC, Octavian had 
actually induced the Senate to declare Antony a public enemy, but 
quickly reversed himself and struck a deal with Antony by which 
they would share supreme power with a third broker, Lepidus, with 
the ultimate aim of hunting down Caesar’s assassins. This task 
accomplished, Lepidus soon faded into the background, leaving 
Octavian and Antony to rule the Roman world jointly for the better 
part of a decade until their inevitable falling out. This aureus, 
struck in mid-41 BC in the eastern half of the Empire ruled by 
Antony, puts the political situation in stark terms, with Antony 
and Octavian, still sporting youthful long sideburns, on opposite 
sides. While Antony occupies the dominant obverse, Octavian calls 
himself by the magical name Caesar, which would soon become a 
title for all Roman emperors.

The last Ptolemaic ruler of Egypt, Cleopatra VII was born in 69 
BC and succeeded her father Ptolemy XII “Auletes” in 51 BC. She 
soon faced a succession crisis: Her weak-willed younger brother and 
co-ruler, Ptolemy XIII, was dominated by a circle of courtiers who 
feared Cleopatra’s keen intellect and resolute will. Consequently, 
they ousted and exiled her in 48 BC, shortly before the Roman 
general Pompey the Great arrived in Alexandria fresh from his 
defeat by Julius Caesar at the battle of Pharsalus. Ptolemy ordered 
Pompey's murder, but this only outraged Caesar, who showed up 
days later and occupied the royal palace. Cleopatra had herself 
smuggled in to Caesar wrapped in a carpet, and this display of 
spunk by the nubile 20-year-old enchanted the dictator. The two 
likely became lovers that night, and Caesar‘s bitter Alexandrine 
War, which ended in the defeat and death of Ptolemy, was fought on 
her behalf. Caesar tarried a while longer in Egypt while Cleopatra 
conceived and bore him a son. Caesar returned to Rome in 47 BC 
and summoned Cleopatra to join him the following year. She was 
thus in Rome when Caesar was murdered on March 15, 44 BC. 
Returning to Alexandria, she was summoned to meet the Triumvir 
Mark Antony at Tarsus in 41 BC. Once again, a powerful Roman 
succumbed to Cleopatra‘s charms, and within a year she had borne 
Antony twins, a boy and a girl. In 37 BC, Cleopatra provided money 
and supplies in support of Antony's abortive invasion of Parthia 
and a punitive raid on Armenia the following year. Antony‘s adop- 
tion of “barbaric” Egyptian customs, his increasing dependence on 
Cleopatra and his promise to bestow most of Rome’s eastern posses- 
sions upon her and her children led his partner in power, Octavian, 
to declare war in 32 BC. Antony fought a lethargic campaign and 
suffered a heavy naval defeat at Actium in September, 31 BC, after 
which he and Cleopatra fled to Egypt. On Octavian’s approach in 
30 BC, Antony committed suicide and Cleopatra followed suit days 
later, utilizing the poisonous bite of the sacred asp.

Among the many “gifts” bestowed by Antony on Cleopatra was sovereignty over the lands of Coele Syria, now the Beqaa Valley in Lebanon, with 
its profitable trade in luxury goods such as cedar wood and exotic spices. This put Cleopatra in direct conflict with Herod the Great of Judaea, who 
coveted the same lucrative markets, and led to his siding with Octavian in the Civil War.

During the initial stages of the Actian campaign, Antony and 
Cleopatra used the port of Patrae as a staging base for their planned 
invasion of Italy. Their stay provided the occasion for the issuance 
of this coin, which combines a fine portrait of Cleopatra with a 
purely Egyptian reverse, the headdress of Isis. Unusually, the form 
of legend simply names Cleopatra but does not say the coin is an 
issue by or of her— the traditional OY ending found on most royal 
Greek coins.

Cn. Domitius Ahenobarbus was known more for his conflicting and 
intricate familial and political connections than for his military 
prowess. He was the son of L. Domitius Ahenobarbus (executed by 
Mithradates VI for alleged tax abuses by having gold poured down 
his throat) and Porcia Catones, sister of Cato the Younger (and 
half-sister to Servilia Caepiones, mistress of Caesar). He was also 
ancestor to the future emperor Nero through his son’s marriage to 
Antonia, daughter of Mark Antony by Octavia, sister of Octavian/ 
Augustus. Originally an opponent of the Caesarian faction, he later 
switched sides and fought for Octavian and Antony against the 
assassins, led by Brutus (his cousin once removed) and Cassius. 
A close friend of Antony's, he became disenchanted by Cleopatra’s 
increasing influence and ultimately switched sides to Octavian, 
shortly before his death.

Egypt had long presented both an opportunity and a potential 
trap for ambitious Roman politicians. Recognized as both rich 
and volatile, it was tacitly understood that any Roman gaining 
control of Egypt would gain immeasurable wealth and power, but 
that all other forces in Roman politics would immediately align 
against him. Upon arriving in Alexandria in 30 BC, Octavian 
expertly managed the situation by annexing it to the Empire, but 
maintaining it as a personal fiefdom under the control of a prae- 
fect of Equestrian rank appointed by himself. The huge riches 
seized from the Egyptian treasury enabled Octavian (soon to be 
Augustus) to pay off his war debts and retire thousands of soldiers 
with healthy stipends. The Augustan ‘Golden Age’ was thus largely 
financed with the gold of captured Egypt.

During its long and storied history, the Roman Senate convened 
in a series of buildings, most famously the Curia Julia commenced 
by Julius Caesar in about 45 BC and finished by his successor 
Octavian/Augustus in 29 BC. This coin, struck in 29 BC to cel- 
ebration completion of the project, gives a good idea of what the 
building looked like: A tall, rather austere brick structure with 
three large windows, topped by a gabled roof, resting on a stepped 
platform surmounted by a colonnade. A statue of Victory atop a 
globe graced the peak of the roof, with statues of other deities or 
notable Romans to either side. Augustus noted completion of the 
Curia Julia among the accomplishments listed in his Res Gestae: “I 
built the Senate House... with the power of the state entirely in my 
hands by universal consent, I extinguished the flames of civil wars, 
and then relinquished my control, transferring the Republic back to 
the authority of the Senate and the Roman people.”

The evocative scene on the reverse of this rare aureus is often 
described as Victory cutting the throat of a recumbent bull, sym- 
bolizing Armenia. A closer examination shows that Victory is not 
holding a knife; rather, she is restraining and controlling the bull 
by tugging on its horns, an image more in keeping with Augustus’ 
artful statesmanship employing pressure and persuasion rather 
than deadly force. The ‘Armenian Question’ long vexed Roman 
leaders, as Armenia lay between the Roman and Parthian Empires 
and controlled crucial trade routes to the East. When the Parthians 
attempted to install an Armenian king favorable to their inter- 
ests, Augustus sent a legionary task force under his adoptive son 
Tiberius to redress the situation; emboldened, the Armenians 
expelled the Parthian candidate and raised their own, Tiradates, 
who was more favorable to Rome. Tiberius was later able to use 
Roman prestige and the threat of force to regain the legionary stan- 
dards lost to the Parthians by Crassus in 53 BC without shedding a 
drop of blood.

This handsome Eastern aureus is usually attributed on stylistic 
grounds to the important mint city of Pergamum in Asia Minor, 
circa 19-18 BC, during Augustus’ tour of the east. The striking 
anepigraphic reverse type depicts the sphinx, a mythological 
Egyptian creature, sometimes winged (as seen here), with a human 
head and leonine body. This image was initially used by Augustus 
as his personal signet, but was later replaced with the head of 
Alexander the Great because of the sphinx’s association with Egypt, 
and hence Cleopatra.

The cistophorus, a lightweight silver tetradrachm weighing about 
12 grams, was introduced in the Kingdom of Pergamum in the early 
2nd century BC. The coin got its name from the standard depiction 
of a cista mystica, or sacred basket containing a serpent, on the 
obverse. When the kingdom was bequeathed to Rome in 133 BC 
and became Asia Province, the Romans retained the denomination 
as a three-denarius piece. Augustus broke new ground by removing 
the standard cista design and replacing it with his own portrait and 
a variety of reverse types, including his natal symbol of Capricorn, 
seen here.

Among the honors voted by the Roman Senate to Augustus was 
the Clipeus Virtutis, or shield of valor, which was given, along with 
branches of laurel, to a soldier who had saved the life of a comrade 
in battle. Here we see the shield and laurel branches along with the 
formula S P Q R (for Senatus Populusque Romanus— the Senate 
and People of Rome).

Aside from the Star of Bethlehem, the Great Comet of 44 BC, also 
known as the Sidum Julium or Julian Star, is the most famous 
astronomical event of antiquity. It appeared about four months 
after Caesar's assassination on March 15, 44 BC and was imme- 
diately seized upon by his heir Octavian as proof of his adoptive 
father’s divinity. The comet waxed so bright it could be seen in the 
daytime, a highly unusual event in ancient or modern times. This 
proved a powerful inducement to force a reluctant Senate to deify 
Caesar and thus made Octavian “the son of a god” (Divi Filius). 
The comet became a prominent symbol on coins and statues issued 
by Augustus, including this issue of 19-18 BC.

Images of a ‘charging’ bull figure prominently on Roman coinage 
of the first century AD, starting with Augustus.

Brilliant, multi-talented and unswervingly loyal, Marcus Vipsanius 
Agrippa is perhaps history’s greatest sidekick. He was born in 63 
BC, the same year as Gaius Octavius, with whom he struck up a 
close friendship in adolescence. Agrippa hailed from a relatively 
humble Equestrian family that had settled in Dalmatia, while 
Octavius was the grand-nephew of Julius Caesar, so Agrippa came 
to see his role as subordinate and supportive to his friend. Octavius, 
for his part, recognized Agrippa’s remarkable qualities as a soldier 
and statesman, and relied heavily on him as the facilitator to put 
his various plans into action. When Caesar was murdered in 44 
BC, Agrippa accompanied Octavius to Rome in the young heir’s 
quest to claim his inheritance. Joined by the PR man and bon 
vivant Maecenas, the three young men formed a mini-triumvirate 
that steered the career of Octavius toward supreme power. Agrippa’s 
mastery of military strategy on land and sea secured the naval 
victory over the hitherto invincible Sextus Pompey at Naulochus 
in 36 BC, and the defeat of Mark Antony and Cleopatra at Actium 
five years later. After his patron assumed the title of Augustus in 
27 BC, Agrippa was clearly regarded as second-in-command and 
the likely heir to the throne. His many building projects, financed 
out of his own purse, helped transform Rome from a city of brick 
to one of marble, and his commemorative inscriptions survive on 
many important monuments, including the Pantheon. Augustus 
suffered a severe illness in 23 BC and handed his signet ring to 
Agrippa, but he soon recovered and may have felt his friend had 
been a tad overeager during the crisis, for their relations cooled. But 
in 21 BC, Agrippa married Augustus daughter Julia, a union which 
produced five children, including Gaius and Lucius Caesars, who 
became favorites of Augustus. Agrippa spent the next eight years on 
military campaigns in Spain, Gaul and Dalmatia as well as a criti- 
cal diplomatic mission to the East. He returned to Rome in 13 BC, 
but suffered a sudden illness and died the following year at the age 
of 50, depriving Augustus of his loyal lieutenant.

While a number of forger’s dies have survived from Roman times, 
only a handful of “official” coin dies are currently known to exist. 
French numismatists Jean-Baptist Giard and J. Lafaurie have sur- 
veyed surviving examples and determined that 12 coin dies can be 
confirmed as official mint products; interestingly, 11 of these are 
from the important imperial mint of Lugdunum (modern Lyon) in 
France. Six dies were unearthed in Auxerre in 1799, four of which 
are now in the Bibliotech Nationale coin cabinet; the other two 
reside at the Musee de la Monnaie in Paris. Four more were found 
in 1863 at Paray-le-Monial and also now reside in museums. One 
was found at Vertault; our specimen comes from an old collection 
in Poule-les-Echarmaux, in the same area. The die is of identical 
fabric and metal composition to the other known examples, con- 
firming that it is an official die. The presence of a silver denarius in 
the obverse indicates that during the course of striking, a denarius 
became lodged in the reverse die and caused the striking of an inde- 
terminate number of brockages (a mint error in which the obverse 
or reverse of a coin is repeated, in relief and incuse, on both sides of 
the coin). The flattening around the edges of the denarius indicates 
that a fair number of brockages were struck in this fashion, driving 
the coin ever deeper into the reverse die. When attempts to dislodge 
the coin failed (indicated by gouges before the portrait), the die was 
discarded and possibly secretly removed by a mint worker as a sou- 
venir. Thus we have an exceedingly rare opportunity to acquire an 
official Roman coin die, while at the same time demonstrating how 
brockages were produced in ancient times!

This splendid tetradrachm displays Tiberius’ obsession with 
preserving the memory and cult of his predecessor and father- 
in-law, Augustus Caesar. Now deified, Augustus is shown on the 
reverse with the radiate crown of the sun god Helios. Augustus had 
annexed Egypt to the Roman Empire following his defeat of Antony 
and Cleopatra, and Tiberius took great care to keep maintain the 
operation of Egypt as the special preserve of the Princeps governed 
by a prefect of equestrian status appointed directly by the Emperor. 
As a special enclave, Egypt maintained its own currency system, 
including silver tetradrachms such as this one. Visitors from else- 
where in the Empire were required to turn in their Roman coinage 
for Egyptian issues, the transaction netting a tidy profit for the pro- 
vincial government.

This coin commemorates the dedication of the temple of the Divus 
Augustus in AD 37 and depicts Gaius Caligula officiating as pon- 
tifex maximus. This dedication was important to Caligula as it 
emphasized his connection to Augustus and served to lend an 
air of legitimacy to his troubled reign. Caligula celebrated the 
dedication in an elaborate fashion with a two-day horse race and 
wild beast shows that saw the slaughter of 400 bears and the same 
number of exotic animals brought from Africa. For the celebra- 
tion all lawsuits and mourning were suspended so that the entire 
population of Rome could take part.

Once installed in power, the supposedly oafish Claudius surprised 
everyone by ruling with intelligence and moderation. He erred only 
in his obsession with detail, his reliance on freedmen and cronies, 
and his atrocious taste in women. Messalina, his promiscuous third 
wife, ran wild as Empress and nearly brought down his regime 
with a sex-crazed conspiracy in AD 48. His next wife, Agrippina 
the Younger, depicted on the reverse of this aureus, used her wiles 
to enhance her own power and advance Nero, her son by a previ- 
ous marriage, in the succession arrangements. This done, she fed 
Claudius a dish of poisoned mushrooms in October, AD 54 and 
brought his 13-year reign to an end.

Nero’s name has become synonymous with decadent, depraved 
tyranny. It is surprising, then, that the first five years of his reign 
were looked upon as a golden age of wise, moderate government. 
At first true power resided in his mother’s hands, but within a 
few months Nero’s able advisors, Seneca and Burrus, had pushed 
Agrippina aside and seized the reigns of government. They proved 
excellent rulers, allowing the Senate a large consulting role, keeping 
finances in check and managing provincial affairs with restraint. 
Nero, who fancied himself more of an artist than a statesman, was 
content with this arrangement for awhile, but began to assert his 
independence after arranging the murder of his mother in AD 58 
and his behavior became more erratic and tyrannical.

As the ultimate loser in the Year of the Four Emperors free-for- 
all, Aulus Vitellius gets terrible press from historians ancient and 
modern. In truth, he is less of a villain than a lazy hedonist who 
was thrust into a role he never sought for himself. The son of the 
influential senator Lucius Vitellius, he was born in AD 15 and 
raised in the luxury befitting a wealthy consular’s son. While 
his father played the sycophant and won the favor of Caligula, 
Claudius and Nero in succession, the younger Vitellius developed a 
penchant for gambling along with a gourmand’s appetites and cor- 
pulent physique. He served as Consul in AD 48, where he acquitted 
himself well, but resumed his disreputable habits in later years. 
This served to land him heavily in debt by the time Nero’s regime 
collapsed in AD 68. The new emperor, Galba, appointed Vitellius 
governor of Germania Inferior, believing him to utterly without 
ambition or talent, and therefor a safe choice. But two officers in 
the Rhine legions, Caecina and Valens, grew disenchanted with 
Galba’s parsimony and persuaded Vitellius to make a try for the 
throne, convincing him the best way to escape debt was to seize 
the public purse. On January 1, AD 69, the Rhine legions smashed 
their images and statues of Galba and proclaimed Vitellius emperor 
at the city of Colonia Agrippinensis (Cologne). His promise of 
lavish bonuses and easy discipline quickly won the legions of Gaul, 
Britain and Raetia over to his cause. His march on Rome took on 
the appearance of a Bacchic procession, with his soldiers drinking 
heavily and pillaging the countryside at will. In the meantime, 
Galba had been overthrown at Rome by Otho, who marched with 
the Praetorian Guard into Northern Italy. The hard-fought First 
Battle of Bedriacum in mid-April went to Vitellius’ larger force, 
and Otho opened his veins. Arriving in Rome, Vitellius was con- 
firmed as emperor by a reluctant Senate. He treated his elevation 
as an excuse for one long banquet, reportedly spending the equiva- 
lent of $2 billion on delicacies from all over the Empire. While he 
indulged his appetites, the armies of the East proclaimed the general 
Vespasian as emperor on July 1, launching a new round of civil war. 
The legions of the Danube joined in the revolt and invaded Italy on 
Vespasian’s behalf, defeating the forces of Vitellius at the Second 
Battle of Bedriacum in November of AD 69. Vitellius offered to 
abdicate the throne, but his German troops rioted and refused to 
let him step down. Within days, soldiers loyal to Vespasian forced 
their way into Rome and swept aside all opposition. They found 
Vitellius dressed in rags and hiding in the imperial doorkeeper’s 
quarters. The Flavians hauled him half-naked to the Forum, where 
the onetime emperor was mocked, tortured, and slain. His outraged 
corpse was dumped unceremoniously in the Tiber.

The aging senator, M. Cocceius Nerva, was thrust into the imperial 
purple by the murder of Domitian in AD 96. He was a favorite of 
the Senate and intended to restore civil liberties curtailed by the 
despotic reign of Domitian, but he faced serious problems when he 
was unable to assert his authority over the Roman army. In AD 97, 
the Praetorian Guard revolted, forcing him to adopt a military man 
as his legal successor. His choice of the popular general, Trajan, 
allowed his administration to step back from the brink of civil war. 
This coin illustrates the political propaganda of the period, in which 
Nerva wished to present himself as an emperor on good terms with 
both the senate and the army, symbolized by the clasped hands of 
friendship, and belies the serious difficulties that he encountered 
during his brief tenure.

The reign of Publius Aelius Hadrianus did much to transform the 
Roman Empire from a supreme city imposing its will on subject 
peoples into a true commonwealth of nations. Hadrian’s family 
was of Spanish origin, although he was probably born in Rome 
in AD 76. He was the son of a distinguished senator and related 
through his mother to the future Emperor Trajan, who took him 
into his household when Hadrian was nine years old. He received 
an excellent education, developing a strong attachment for Greek 
culture and literature, and served a military apprenticeship on the 
Danubian frontier. After Trajan’s accession, Hadrian held a series 
of civilian posts, including a consulship in AD 108, and command- 
ed legions during the Dacian and Parthian wars. In AD 100 he 
married Trajan’s niece Sabina, a match probably arranged by the 
Empress Plotina. As the protégé of the emperor, Hadrian seemed 
marked out for the succession, but he was not formally adopted 
until Trajan lay on his deathbed in August, AD 117. The transition 
proved rough, and four distinguished ex-consuls were summarily 
executed for plotting a coup. Relations with the Senate remained 
strained throughout the reign. Hadrian abandoned many of 
Trajan’s over-ambitious conquests and engaged in a policy of peace 
abroad and reform at home. He never felt comfortable in Rome 
and spent most of his 21-year reign traveling, eventually visiting 
every province of the Roman Empire. He honored the unique eth- 
nicity and cultural identify of each place he visited, but also made 
sure the legions were maintained in a high state of readiness. His 
building projects were many and long-lasting, including Hadrian’s 
Wall in northern Britain and the Pantheon in Rome. He fostered a 
new appreciation for the Greek classics and, under his patronage, 
Roman art and sculpture reached its creative peak. Drama filled his 
personal life; he and Sabina were frequently at odds and his strong 
attachment to a beautiful Bithynian boy, Antinous, provoked no 
end of gossip. The boy’s drowning death on a barge trip down the 
Nile in AD 130 plunged Hadrian into extravagant grief. A serious 
revolt in Judaea two years later further darkened Hadrian's waning 
years. His first choice for the succession, Aelius Caesar, died of 
consumption shortly after being named, but Hadrian rebounded by 
appointing the respected senator Antoninus Pius as Caesar and, in 
turn, arranging for him to adopt the young Marcus Aurelius, thus 
ensuring the Empire would be in good hands for two generations. 
Further executions were needed to ensure these arrangements and 
Hadrian died in January, AD 138 “hated by all,” according to one 
biographer. The judgment of history has been far different, ranking 
him among Rome's greatest rulers.

As with most conflicts between Rome and Parthia, the great 
Eastern War of AD 161-166 was sparked by events in Armenia, 
the buffer between the two states. In AD 161, the Parthian king 
Vologases IV marched into Armenia and evicted its pro-Roman 
king, replacing him with his kinsman Pacorus. The Roman gover- 
nor of Cappadocia marched into Armenia with a legion (perhaps 
the supposed ‘lost legion’ IX Hispana), but the Parthian general 
Chosroes surrounded the Romans and slaughtered them to a man, 
the worst military disaster to befall the Empire in nearly a century. 
The newly installed co-Emperors Marcus Aurelius and Lucius 
Verus responded by raising a massive expeditionary force and 
sending it east under Verus’ supposed command, but in reality 
commanded by the skilled general Avidius Cassius. After many 
months of preparations, the Romans re-entered Armenia in 163, 
captured the capital of Artaxata and installed Sohaemus, a Roman 
citizen and Senator, on the throne. The Senate voted both Lucius 
Verus and Marcus Aurelius the title of Armeniacus, conqueror of 
Armenia, which is proudly displayed in its entirety on this gold 
aureus of AD 164.

In AD 208, the aging emperor Septimius Severus led a major legion- 
ary expedition to conquer Caledonia (modern Scotland), whose 
tribes had continually raided Roman Britain to the south. He took 
his sons with him, hoping the hard life on campaign might curb 
their enmity. But what was supposed to be a quick conquest turned 
into a long, bitter slog, which took its toll on the emperor's health. 
On his deathbed in York, Severus begged his sons to “be good to 
each other, pay the soldiers well, and the rest can to go to hell.” 
He died on February 4, AD 311, at the age of 65. His successors 
Caracalla and Geta quickly “declared victory” and went back to 
Rome, and Scotland remained unconquered. This and the next two 
coins are from an extensive private collection focused on Roman 
military campaigns in Britain, so dubbed the “Vict Brit Collection.”

In the sense of offending conventional morality, Elagabalus was 
easily Rome's most decadent ruler— indeed he seemed intent to 
break every taboo that existed. Perhaps his most alarming act was 
to take a young Vestal Virgin, Aquilia Severa, as his second bride. 
The daughter of a Roman consul, Severa had taken the traditional 
30-year vow of celibacy upon joining the Vestals, but the teenaged 
emperor, himself a priest of the Syrian sun god Elagabal, sought the 
marriage as a means of symbolically uniting the orgiastic Eastern 
cults to the staid Roman religion. Romans, of course, were out- 
raged and public pressure soon forced Elagabalus to set her aside 
in favor of another wife, Annia Faustina, a descendent of Marcus 
Aurelius. His clear sexual preference for his own gender makes it 
unlikely that Severa's chastity was compromised during their brief 
marriage. But unlike his other wives, she seems in a curious way 
to have won his heart, for he soon divorced Faustina and brought 
Severa back to the palace, where she remained until his assassina- 
tion on March 11, AD 222.

The Beautiful and Brilliant Eudocia

Aelia Eudocia started life as Athenais, a legendary beauty born 
in Antioch to a prominent Pagan professor of rhetoric. Having 
absorbed Greek philosophy from childhood, she became an accom- 
plished poet, prose writer and orator in her own right. When her 
father died, her two brothers seized control of his estate and cut her 
out of almost any inheritance. She traveled to Constantinople in 
AD 420 to seek redress from the Emperor Theodosius II. It so hap- 
pened the scholarly young emperor was in the market for a wife and 
he was immediately smitten with Athenais. His sister, Pulcheria, 
insisted that she convert to Christianity before any marriage, 
terms that she readily accepted, taking the name Eudocia upon her 
conversion. The new Empress immediately became an advocate for 
universal education and tolerance, particularly toward Jews and 
other persecuted sects. She also sought to blend Classical Hellenism 
and Christianity. This placed her at odds with many powerful 
interests, including Pulcheria, who began to denigrate the sincerity 
of her conversion. To prove her devotion, Eudocia made a pilgrim- 
age to the Holy Land in AD 438, but soon after returning she was 
accused of adultery and banished from the court. Theodosius still 
had affection for her, however, and the terms were not severe. She 
was able to retire to Jerusalem where she continued her writing and 
charitable work until her death in AD 460.

The Ostrogothic king Theodoric ruled Italy for more than three 
decades more successfully than any Roman emperor in over a 
century.

Together reigning nearly 60 years, Leo III and his son Constantine 
V reshaped Byzantine society and preserved the empire's core 
against the onslaught of Arab armies and Slavic invaders alike. 
Born to a peasant family in northern Syria, Leo III rose to become 
commander of the Anatolikon Theme in Asia Minor. With the 
Arabs preparing a massive siege of Constantinople, Leo's soldiers 
proclaimed him emperor in place of the feeble Theodosius III in 
March of AD 717. Six months later, the long anticipated siege com- 
menced. Leo proved equal to the task of defending the capital, and 
with the help of a new secret weapon called Greek fire and a timely 
counterattack, the Arabs were utterly routed. In 740, Leo cemented 
his reputation as a peerless soldier by crushing the Arab army at the 
battle of Akroinon in Phrygia. He also instituted numerous reforms 
that strengthened the central government and improved fairness in 
the administration of law. But he is chiefly known for his policy of 
iconoclasm, or the destruction of sacred images, which he regarded 
as akin to the graven images condemned in the 10 Commandments. 
In this, his beliefs were perhaps inspired by the Muslim practice of 
banning figural depictions of any kind. His efforts to enforce his 
beliefs on an unwilling clergy and populace became a true persecu- 
tion late in his reign, and were even more zealously carried out by 
his son and successor, Constantine V, whose long reign was marked 
by further military success abroad and heavy-handed repression 
within. Constantine’s enemies nicknamed him Copronymos, i.e. 
“named in dung,” because he had allegedly fouled his baptismal 
fountain. But his generalship proved outstanding against both 
the Arabs and the Bulgarians, whom he crushed at the battle of 
Anchialus in AD 763. Byzantine fortunes in Italy received a blow 
in 751, however, when the city of Ravenna fell to the Lombards. The 
iconoclast controversy created discord throughout the Byzantine 
world for more than a century and counteracted many of the 
reforms and military victories achieved by father and son. Still, 
their efforts ensured the empire's survival and paved the way for the 
great Macedonian Renaissance in the following century.

The brief sole reign of the Empress Irene was a milestone in both 
Roman and Byzantine history, as it marked the first time a woman 
ruled the Empire in her own right. Previous empresses had effec- 
tively wielded supreme power, but only by using a male figurehead 
as nominal ruler. Irene was a legendary beauty from Athens who 
married the Emperor Leo IV and soon came to dominate domestic 
affairs in his government. When Leo died in 780, Irene ruled as 
regent for her adolescent son Constantine VI. Though the Isaurian 
dynasty had initiated iconoclasm and vigorously attacked the use 
of sacred images, Irene was a fervent iconodule and began the 
process of reversing the divisive policy. She called a church council at 
Nicea in 787 that declared iconoclasm to be heretical. This won her 
enemies in the army, which was heavily iconoclast, and in 790 she 
was temporarily ousted in a coup led by her now 20-year-old son. 
But he showed no talent for ruling and recalled her two years later. 
After Constantine embarrassed the regime with a series of military 
blunders and public scandals, Irene had him ousted and blinded in 
797, seizing sole power for herself. She tried to win popularity with 
generous handouts and tax reductions, but the state’s coffers soon 
emptied and she faced a series of military disasters that further 
undermined her position. Furthermore, the accession of a female 
promoted the Pope in Rome to declare the imperial throne vacant 
and the Frankish king Charlemagne was duly crowned “Emperor 
of the Romans” in 800. He in turn sent Irene an offer of marriage 
which might have united Eastern and Western Christendom under 
one government and changed the course of history, but it was not 
to be: In 802 Irene was ousted in a coup led by her finance minister 
Nicephorus, who exiled her Lesbos, where she died the following 
year. Her devotion to icons led to her canonization in the Orthodox 
Church.

The former imperial treasurer, Nicephorus I came to power in the 
coup that toppled the controversial Empress Irene. Nicephorus was 
a strict conservative with considerable military and administra- 
tive experience, and soon repaired much of the damage caused by 
Irene’s mismanagement. He revoked many of her tax reductions 
and found new sources of revenue that put the state on a sounder 
footing. His achievements in foreign affairs were more of a mixed 
bag. His refusal to pay tribute to the Arabs aroused their anger 
and invited attacks, but he reconquered central Greece from the 
Slavs, who had overrun it two centuries before, and created several 
new Themes, or military districts, by which the army could be 
replenished. In AD Nicephorus and his son and co-ruler Stauracius 
invaded Bulgaria, which had become a major threat under the 
ferocious warlord Krum. The invasion at first met with great 
success, taking and sacking the Bulgarian capital city of Pliska. 
But Nicephorus unwisely pursued Krum into the mountains, where 
he and his army were ambushed and slaughtered. Though griev- 
ously wounded, Stauracius managed to escape and made it back 
to Constantinople before expiring. Krum had Nicephorus’ skull 
made into a drinking cup, which became part of the Bulgarian royal 
regalia.

A high court official with a marriage tie to Nicephorus I, Michael 
Rhangabe seized the moment when Nicephorus was killed in battle 
against the Bulgarian khan Krum and his son and successor, 
Stauracius, severely wounded. Stauracius was induced to abdicate 
in Michael’s favor and died a short time later. Following a well- 
established precedent, Michael raised his eldest son Theophylactus 
as co-emperor and began a policy of retrenchment and reconcilia- 
tion after the financial and military disasters of the previous two 
reigns. He liberally distributed money to the clergy, who praised 
him for his piety, and purged iconoclasts from high positions, 
though they remained a potent force. In 812 he gave full recognition 
to Charlemagne as emperor of the West in return for Venice return- 
ing to Byzantine control; the Venetians, however, ignored the edict 
and maintained their independence. Early in 813 Michael mounted 
a major campaign against the Bulgarians, but they routed his army 
and his prestige plummeted. Knowing he would soon be toppled, 
Michael preempted events by abdicating and naming the general 
Leo V the Armenian as his successor. Michael took monastic vows 
along with his sons (one of whom later became patriarch) and died 
peaceably 30 years later. His coinage in all metals is extraordinarily 
rare and only a handful of major collections include specimens 
from his reign.

Syracuse was reconquered from the Vandals by Belisarius in AD 
535 and became the Empire’s most important city in the West, 
except for Ravenna. Constans II made it his capital for five years, 
from AD 663 until his assassination in 668. Its mint produced both 
gold and bronze coins in large quantities, acquiring a style and 
fabric all their own. Despite enduring a major Arab siege in 827-8, 
the city of Syracuse remained in Byzantine hands thanks to the 
timely arrival of reinforcements sent by Michael II. Although the 
Arabs steadily gained control of the rest of Sicily, Syracuse stayed 
under Byzantine control until it was finally lost in May of 878.

countries as he could. The April 2005 offering 

of Louis Eliasberg’s world gold coins was pivotal 


for the consignor; the record-setting auction made 





him realize how rare elite world gold coinage could 
be. He has collected more than 100 of Eliasberg’s pieces, 
both rarities and more accessible issues, all pedigreed on 

their certified holders. He recommends that any collector purchasing 
one of the Eliasberg pieces obtain a copy of the April 2005 catalog as well; his 
practice of buying books and catalogs relating to his coins let him acquire the necessary 


knowledge to build a great library alongside a great collection. 


The consignor has several favorites among the Eliasberg pieces, including the Austria-Salzburg 6 Ducat of 1628, 
which commemorates the dedication of the Salzburg Cathedral, where Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart played the organ 
more than a century later, and the Franz Joseph | 1896 9 Ducat of Hungary, which commemorates the millennium of 
Hungary and is one of the coins seen in the famous portrait of Eliasberg from the 1953 Life magazine article (with a 
copy of the magazine accompanying the lot). Other favorite coins include the 1945-1946 4 Pound gold issue struck 
by the U.S. for the Saudi Arabian oil trade, of which he collected seven examples, and an 8 Baht gold coin of 19th 
century Thailand, the only example he ever encountered (and a coin Eliasberg never owned). The consignor and his

One of Latin America’s most intriguing coins, 
the Coquimbo Peso has been subject to heated discussions for 
decades. There are two types recognized of this issue, some schol- 
ars name them “A” and “B” while others label them “Fine” and 
“Crude”. While there have been discussions over the originality 
of type “B” Coquimbos (or “crude”), type “A” is unquestionably 
authentic and struck in the 1820's as it is recorded that one of such 
pieces was donated to the Bank of England in the first half of the 
19th century. The coin presented here is a type “A” (or “Fine”) 
coin with all the matching die characteristics which are listed 
by scholars on type. The slight die break is visible on the obverse 
starting on the letter “E” in “Chile” and descending towards the 
volcano smoke. The letter “C” in “Coquimbo” is identical to the 
one in “Chile”, as is the letter “N” in “Union” and “Independiente” 
and the digits “8” on the date. Additionally, the final “O” of 
Coquimbo seems a bit larger and higher than the rest of the 
letters and as are both letters “U” in “Union” and “Fuerza” on the 
reverse. Additional die matches include the doubling of the “P” in 
Peso (or shadowing) as well as a very thin vertical line inside the 
“B” of “Coquimbo”. 


As it is usual of type “A” Coquimbo Pesos, this piece has excel- 
lent lightly reflective surfaces and detail with even gray toning on 
both sides. Very few coins were produced at the Coquimbo Mint, 
mostly due to bureaucratic rejections from Santiago making it 
a major rarity and highly desirable to Latin American or World 
Crown collectors. The Millennia piece graded MS64 by NGC real-

This fan- 
tastic issue is also the only coin in Chinese numismatics that features a season of the year as part of the date. 
This enigmatic issue, one of China’s rarest coins (and , with only two genuine pieces known, has been a coin 
of mystery and legend since its discovery, around 1920. Although there has been constant research in Chinese 
numismatic circles, over time, no definite reason, or meaning for the term, “Spring 1910,” has yet been discov- 
ered. 


The first genuine example of this issue to appear at public auction was sold in Beijing, in April 2002 at the Hua 
Chen auction. This piece was later re-sold in a Cheng Xuan sale in Beijing in 2007 where it realized 3,192,000 
RMB (US $468,000). Michael Chou, of Champion Hong Kong Auction, then sold this same coin (AU55 NGC) 
for the astounding price of US $1,035,000, in his August 2010 Hong Kong sale. 


This piece that we are offering is the second known, genuine example of the Yunnan Spring Dollar, and the 
finest of the two known examples. Graded, and certified by NGC, this piece is from the exact same dies as the 
other coin, and Michael Chou, who sold the first coin, has also examined this piece, and confirms that this coin 
is a perfect die match as the one he previously sold. We feel, if anything, the grading, by NGC, is a bit conserva- 
tive on this piece.

Welcome to Heritage’s history-making September Long Beach World and Ancient coin event! It is with a great 
deal of pleasure and honor that we present The Dr. Norman Jacobs Collection of Japanese and Korean Coins. 
Simply put an incredible and unique offering of some of the greatest and rarest numismatic issues of both 
countries. 


Dr. Jacobs’ interest in numismatics began as a young boy in New York City in the 1930s, sifting through loose 
change. He would work his way up the street, asking for change for a dollar at one store, remove anything 

he needed, and then exchanging the coins for a new dollar at the next store. This was also when he became 
curious about Asia after striking up a friendship with the owner of a Chinese laundry in his neighborhood. He 
graduated Townsend Harris High School at 15, and City College at 18. He studied Asian society during those 
years, Starting his library in second-hand bookstores. He joined the Army in 1942 with a close friend, and 
together they applied for the Japanese language school; just before deployment, they received word and 
headed to the University of Michigan for studies (the rest of their unit was sent to Europe, and none survived). 


After completing language training, Lt. Jacobs was posted to the Philippines as an intelligence officer to 
translate captured documents, including an initial translation of the Japanese surrender document. He served 
in Tokyo with the occupation forces, working on agricultural reform. He began collecting old Japanese coins 
and banknotes during the currency exchange, as the populace exchanged their older coins for new ones. 

He would buy sacks of old coins from the bank and spent his evenings searching for needed pieces. A more 
ranking officer introduced him to a senior director of the Bank of Japan, who in turn introduced him to Mr. 
Isao Gunji, curator of the Bank’s rare coins. Mr. Gunji educated Lt. Jacobs on Japanese numismatics, and also 
introduced him to collectors interested in selling their coins and banknotes. Many of the most important items 
in his collections were purchased with Mr. Gunji's help. 


Jacobs and a collector friend learned that the U.S. Military 
Government planned to melt down all the old coins in the 

Osaka Mint, including the Mint’s collection of rare dates and 
patterns. After unsuccessfully lobbying to save the collection, 
they negotiated with the Mint to trade, ounce for ounce, common 
silver and copper coins in exchange for the rare patterns. With 
joint permission secured, they rescued a number of key patterns 
from early-Meiji and mid-Taisho years before the rest were lost to 
melting. 


Lt. Jacobs also met Japan’s most famous coin (and bonsai) 
collector, Mr. Keibun Tanaka, whose family had built the first 
western-style shoe factory in Japan at the beginning of the Meiji 
era. Keibun Tanaka had amassed a vast collection of coins, most of 
which were donated to the Bank of Japan (and which form the core 
of their Japanese collection today). Mr. Tanaka contributed further 
to his education, and as a mark of their mutual respect, Mr. Tanaka 
gifted him a complete set of silver and copper Meiji 9 proof coins 
when he left Japan. 





= After returning to the U.S., Dr. Jacobs attended Harvard University 
and received his Ph.D. in Sociology. His dissertation was published 
in 1958 as The Origins of Modern Capitalism and East Asia (a study 

of how social structure in Japan and China led to their paths of economic development). Unable to secure a 

faculty position, in 1951 he joined Bob Friedberg’s Capitol Coin Company as an Asian coin specialist. During 

his tenure there, he wrote Japanese Coinage and contributed to the first edition of Friedberg’s Gold Coins 

of the World. He continued to add to his East Asian coins and banknotes as various collections came on 

the market; he acquired his Meiji 3 10 yen gold pattern and other items from the famous Farouk Collection 

auction in 1954. 


Dr. Norman Jacobs 


In 1953, Dr. Norman Jacobs (with Cornelius Vermeule) wrote the first English language book on Japanese 
numismatics that covered both ancient and modern coins. It was also the first publication (in any language) 
to catalog Japanese coins by date and type, and it opened the world of Japanese (and modern Korean) 
coinages to western collectors. 


In 1955, Dr. Jacobs left Capitol Coins and moved to Taiwan to teach; on the way there, he met the woman 
who would become his wife. A year later, she joined him in Taiwan, and the couple was married in a ceremony 
conducted by Madame Shang Kai-shek’s personal pastor. After working in Washington for American 
University, he joined USAID and served for two years in Iran, where (as the only government employee 
speaking Japanese) he had the amazing opportunity to meet and converse in Japanese with the visiting 
Crown Prince (now Emperor Akihito) of Japan. 


On his return to the States, Dr. Jacobs formally joined academics as a professor of Asian Sociology, first at the 
University of Kansas, and then at the University of Illinois. During that period, he and his family spent year- 
long sabbaticals in Japan and Thailand (where he served on a discussion panel with the Thai King), as well as 
a six-month teaching stint in Korea. He published many papers and books on Iran, Thailand, Korea and India. 
After retiring from academics in 1990, he donated his collection of roughly 22,000 books, pamphlets, and 
monographs to Dickinson College, providing its students with one of the most extensive Asian libraries in 
America. His interest in numismatics never waned, and he acquired additional pieces throughout his life. He 
also contributed to other numismatic books, including Alan Craig's Korean Coinage and Michael Cummings’ 
Modern Japanese Coinage, and was a regular contributor to Krause Publications’ Standard Catalog of World 
Coins. 


Dr. Jacobs passed away in 2004. His Japanese and Korean collection is among the very best ever assembled 
and perhaps the greatest ever to come to market in a single auction. Many of these pieces have not 
appeared at auctions in over sixty years, and some key items have never before been available before now.

It was a stark warning to those who might still 
harbor thoughts of threatening kingship again. Those who used 
Cromwell’s coins risked accusation of being a revolutionary, or 
anti-royalist in sentiment at the least, and could be prosecuted or 
ostracized, although Charles II is known to have been extremely 
lenient towards most of his subjects who once opposed the mon- 
archy — all except for certain leaders who emerged from the 
Civil War as Oliver’s staunchest supporters, most of whom were 
charged shortly after 1660, tried and executed. It’s likely that the 
presently offered coin, made in 1658, was used as money for a few 
years, then kept as a pocket piece for decades. Its surfaces are nice 
and smooth in the good sense, and two toned, light silvery and 
medium gray.

Halfpennies first came into use in this reign, arising from a need 
for a regal subsidiary coinage in copper. After the Restoration 
there was a glut in the economy of private tokens of various 
denominations, mainly of small value, whose very issuance was 
a crime but one that was not rigorously enforced simply because 
these pieces existed out of true need. One problem for the Royal 
Mint in contemplating the minting of farthings and halfpennies 
was the lack of a real supply of native copper ore. At last it was 
decided to purchase copper blanks from Sweden, of which this 
coin and many others were made (but relatively few have survived 
the ages). The mint at the Tower of London had a great difficulty 
in making these early copper coins, as can be seen by the light 
striking quality of the present example. A variety of patterns were 
considered and deliberated over. Farthings finally were released 
in the late summer of 1672 but the halfpennies were not ready 
until Christmas of that year. The first royal halfpennies were 
minted in the last three months of 1672 but their release was with- 
held, as noted. It was not until 1673 that halfpennies finally came 
into commercial circulation in quantity. Anyone who has been to 
London knows what a furious economy it has, and no doubt it was 
no different in 1673; as a consequence, these humble coins were 
used vigorously, passed constantly from hand to hand, dropped 
in the streets, and so on, and within a few years almost all the 
mintage was badly abused. Much of it was later melted to be made 
into other coins. Survivors like this coin, so choice, so utterly 
attractive as a mere piece of copper and yet distinct mementoes of 
their era, are unusually scarce today, and are superb values for the 
informed collector.

An Enchanting George I Half Guinea 


George I gold Half Guinea 1727, $3637, 2nd Laureate Head, 
curious error in obverse legend with the king’s name spelled as 
“GEOPGIVS”, a real jewel of a coin, MS64 PCGS, exceedingly 
choice, with a bold strike showing all digits and letters crisply 
formed and the small portrait being superb, nearly immaculate 
surfaces, and gleaming mint luster — a truly wondrous example 
of the last of only three dates struck of this type. Very rare in this 
grade, and in fact the entire series of “halves” — the half guineas 
and the half sovereigns — are generally rarer than the larger gold 
coins and yet pretty much ignored by collectors; not so rare in 
mediocre grades or even in sort-of XF or AU grades, but in spec- 
tacular conditions such as seen on this truly lovely half guinea 
of the first of the Hanoverian kings. And it is on the reverse of 
such coins as this that the standard royal title (contained on the 
obverse legend) explicates, in abbreviated Latin, the new king’s 
German titles: Duke of Brunswick and Luneberg, Arch Treasurer 
of the Holy Roman Empire, and Elector. Ironically, these were in 
their day far more important titles for a German nobleman than 
was being King of England, because of the vast wealth and influ- 
ence of the German empire. Importantly, it was through Hanover 
that virtually all mail in Europe passed, and that mail was regu- 
larly opened and read by the German postal officials looking for 
secrets, and in this capacity the Hanoverians held the high card, 
as it were, militarily and in finance. The final German title shown 
on this coin, “EL” for Elector, however, was the most important of 
all — for it is how this Prince Elector came to be King of England. 
When Queen Anne died in the summer of 1714, mother of four- 
teen children who all predeceased her, there was no direct heir 
to the throne, and Parliament, not wishing to undergo another 
“bloodless revolution” such as had ushered in William and Mary, 
chose as her successor the most direct blood relative, the Empress 
Sophia of Hanover. England would have had a Queen Sophia had 
she not suddenly passed away. As a consequence, her eldest son 
became the next English king and thus began the Hanoverian line 
of monarchs. The gleaming gold coin offered in this lot was one 
of his last coins, as George I passed away on the 11th of June 1727, 
having seldom visited his new kingdom.

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George II gold 5 Guineas 1729-E.I.C., $3664, Young Laureate Head, 
TERTIO edge, rare, XF40 PCGS, a pleasing and affordable example 
of this, the only year of issue of this famous type, bearing the hall- 
marked initials “E.I.C.” for the East India Company trading venture 
long headquartered in London. A famous issue, this example better 
than average and yet showing the small abrasions naturally acquired 
in commerce. In fact, this issue was very much a commercial piece, 
not made for collector or sentimental reasons, but for use. Judging by 
the degree of wear on this specimen, it circulated among banks and 
wealthy traders for perhaps two decades, maybe a bit more. What its 
surfaces show is what is often called “honest wear” — no huge marks, 
just the signs of its having been money. The portrait and shield are both 
nicely detailed with sharp features. Edges are not bumped. No cuts, no 
wiping, nothing to upset the collector eye. Attractive old-gold color. In 
all, quite a handsome piece. The origin of the rare pieces bearing this 
hallmark dates to the company’s being given royal approval to exist in 
1600, by Elizabeth I, after more than one attempt by the governors of 
the company to become chartered. The East Indies in the 17th century 
encompassed the Indian subcontinent and most of southeast Asia, 
including today’s Malaysia and Indonesia. The name “Indies” was taken 
in antiquity from the Indus River. Initially, the company traded spice 
acquired in India and returned to Great Britain on the company’s well- 
fitted ships. Over time, the goods dealt in included various agricultural 
products but especially cotton. By the time of the Act of Union of 1707 
in the reign of Queen Anne, tea was being acquired by the company 
at its trading post in Canton, China, bought with silver specie. From 
this venture developed the famous disposition of the English people 
to “take” this drink as a cultural custom. All over southeast Asia, the 
company also traded for silk, saltpeter, indigo dye, and opium, which 
became mainstays of the company’s trading and imports. It is thought 
that by 1720, just nine years before the presently offered coin was 
minted, some 15% of all British goods were being imported into the UK 
by the company, which by that time traded officially under the name 
Honourable East India Company. The gold used to create this coin 
was provided to the Royal Mint by the company for the first time in 
this year. In the following year, 1730, the company’s royal charter was 
extended, perhaps in part due to its influence upon the Crown’s need 
for gold specie. For several more years, the E.I.C. hallmark appeared on 
some of the guineas and half-guineas coined by the Royal Mint, some- 
thing on the order of a pledge or an endorsement being acknowledged 
to the company by the Crown and its sole legal ability to coin money. In 
the decades to follow 1729, the East India Company’s vast wealth and 
influence expanded considerably throughout the geography in which 
it operated, its presence becoming military in nature in India during 
the decade of the 1750s, in which Great Britain forcefully expanded 
the Empire throughout this territory and indeed the globe. A hundred 
years later, by the time of the Indian Rebellion of 1857, the East India 
Company became so powerful that it shared military and legal prowess 
with the Crown itself across the subcontinent. It might be argued that, 
without the influence it “purchased” in the 1720s by supplying gold for 
Britain’s commerce, it might have faded and by now have been long 
forgotten to history. This 1729 5-guineas coin, the largest of the gold 
coins struck bearing the E.I.C. hallmark, assuredly played a real role in 
the history of Britain’s commercial and military success, indeed in the 
formation of the Empire itself.

Lacking fresh silver to coin, the Royal Mint acted on emergency 
legislation to create silver “dollars” and “half dollars” using coins 
from Europe and Central/South America on hand in mint and 
bank vaults, the most common being issues of Mexico City. Two 
types of incuse stamps were used, smack dab in the center of the 
Spanish monarch’s portrait, showing a tiny image of King George. 
Thus was created one of the most unusual of crowns. It was early 
nationalization, in hard metal. It was also a political snub in 
terms of the imagery of the action, the British king literally made 
“superior” to the Spanish. As well, other coins were sometimes 
counterstamped, the rarest being the early American “draped 
bust” silver dollars, which today figure among the rarest of all 
British issues. The presently offered coin escaped its intended 
use in commerce, somehow held aside for a few years, and indeed 
it was only a few years before this emergency issuance of silver 
ended, and the Royal Mint began making its own “Dollars” in the 
name of the Bank of England and showing a very large image of 
the king much in the fashion of the tiny bust seen here, stamped 
heavily into the Spanish king’s image. Did some nobleman or 
perhaps a sentimental banker keep this coin as a memento, or 
was it squirreled away in a vault somewhere in England, lest the 
war not end in England’s favor? We will never know the answer to 
that, but we can savor such coins as truly historic and absolutely 
“of their times,” for nothing like this ever appeared before or 
since.

The Famed “Incorrupta” Crown of William Wyon

the modest numerical grade assigned by the experts at PCGS this is a 
gorgeous coin with the faintest of hairlines in the fields beneath light 
bluish gold iridescent toning, while the portrait and reverse shield are 
frosted, standing out in relief against their mirrored backgrounds. A 
delicate pebbled effect on the devices, including the letters of the legend 
and even the elegant V-shaped teeth of the rims, lends this majestic 
pattern the sort of quality seen in Thomas Simon’s celebrated pattern 
made for Charles II centuries earlier. The portrait seen here of the aging 
King George III is arguably the finest of him extant in metal, is both 
highly expressive and made in relatively high relief, and is reminiscent 
of the finest portraits of emperors produced in ancient Rome. The huge 
crowned shield that occupies the center of the reverse of this coin was 
noted by Seaby and Rayner in English Silver Coinage (page 48) as “some- 
what similar in design to that on Simon’s Cromwell crown,” by which 
they meant its shape (not the interior motif, which is entirely different) 
and in fact Wyon clearly borrowed Simon’s concept almost exactly. The 
legends here are crisply cut and as large as those on any crown, and it is 
the reverse legend “INCORRUPTA FIDES VERITASQUE” for which 
this magnificent pattern is known. It translates into English to mean 
quite simply “An Untarnished Faith,” both a patriotic slogan and a sen- 
timental one of subtle double meaning: the public’s faith in its monarchy 
was unswerving at this time when war with France had just challenged 
Britain's military might more perhaps than it had since the Armada, 
but it also seems to allude to Wyon’s own faith in his innate talent as an 
engraver, for this coin is every bit as much a petition as Simon’s crown 
had been. William Wyon was only 22 years old when he engraved this 
coin, having come to London from Birmingham in 1812 to compete for 
a prize offered by the Society of Arts to engrave a head of Ceres for a 
gold agriculture medal, and in 1813 Wyon won the prize. He returned 
to Birmingham where he continued to hone his skills, and in 1815 again 
visited London, again at the urging of his uncle, Thomas Wyon, to work 
on the Great Seals for Scotland and Ireland. The following year, Royal 
Mint engravers Pingo and Marchant retired, and Thomas Wyon became 
the new chief engraver. He died just a year later. Suddenly the young 
William Wyon found himself considered for the important post, but 
it was given to Benedetto Pistrucci, favored by the Master of the Mint, 
Lord Maryborough. Forrer says that Wyon resented being passed over 
and that “most of the work incurred by the great recoinage of 1816 and 
the British and Colonial coinages of George III. and George IV. devolved 
on Wyon, without any increase to his pay.” Wyon’s talent was extraor- 
dinary, and in 1817 he created two masterpieces for crowns, the Three 
Graces piece and this coin. No one could possibly criticize the quality 
of the engraving on the Three Graces, with its magnificent reverse, but 
the king’s portrait on that crown is decidedly simpler and less elegant 
(lacking the shoulder drape) than the portrait that appears here, on the 
equally famous Incorrupta Crown, which is a bit rarer. It is boldly signed 
“W. WYON:” beneath the bust to the left of the date. What William 
Wyon created in 1817, feeling snubbed by the appointment of Pistrucci 
to the post of principal engraver at the Royal Mint, his faith in himself 
untarnished and in fact quite undiminished, was nothing less than one 
of the finest masterpieces of the English milled coinage, seen here in a 
glorious specimen, possibly ex Nobleman (Lot 66 or 67).

Phoenix Rising From the Flames motif, AU55 Terner PCGS, a 
really fine example of the RRR gold half-guinea token struck for 
Younge, Wilsons & Younge, of Sheffield, Yorkshire, the foundry 
town famous the world over for its silverwork (swords, plate, etc.). 
Actually struck during the Regency Period, when the Prince of 
Wales, who would soon become King George IV, represented the 
monarchy of his ill father, “mad” King George. The denomina- 
tion is given on this issue as “10 S .6 D” in “standard gold” in the 
center of the obverse, standing for 10 Shillings and 6 Pence, or 
Half a Guinea. As such, this important gold coin is a transition 
piece, of sorts, between the half guineas that were just ending 
their commercial existence and the coming half sovereigns, first 
struck in 1817. One of just two types known (from three issuers) 
of gold tokens of this denomination. Also listed (without images) 
in the new British tokens book by Withers, page 420, referring 
to Dalton’s #37. Mislabeled on the grading insert as D-35. As 
rare as this coin is in the absolute sense, it’s even rarer still in the 
quality seen here, and it comes from a fabulous collection, now 
pedigreed by PCGS as from the Jacob Y. Terner MD Collection, 
and so noted on the grading insert. Its fields are glittering with 
luster and prooflike, with a rich gold tone, and the strike fea- 
tures crisp legends, a deeply detailed mythical Phoenix bird, and 
broad, deep denticles that frame the design on each side; there 
are only minimal abrasions, proving by their presence its com- 
mercial use — this was no mere bauble made for collectors, but 
a genuine specie piece struck during the Napoleonic War, when 
royal-issued gold had all but disappeared from circulation as 
it was being hoarded for fear of both inflation and an unfavor- 
able outcome to the war. The cataloguer originally purchased 
this specimen for Dr Terner in January 1993, and it last sold in 
the Terner auctions held in Beverly Hills nearly a decade ago. 
Other coins of much less rarity, from various countries, have 
garnered much publicity and attention — coins that are not nearly 
so elusive as this one, a “sleeper” at a time when sovereigns are 
keenly sought, Chinese issues that are regularly seen are bringing 
gigantic prices at auction, and numerous U.S. coins sell for six 
figures or more.

Only a handful are known, as this was 
made for museums in order to preserve a record of the coinage, 
as called for by the Act of Union of 1800, which is when Proofs of 
Record began to be coined by the Royal Mint.

During 
the five years that followed, and after rounds of negotiations and 
threats, Ferdinand signed the kingdom over to Napoleon. In 1814, 
Ferdinand returned to Madrid to finish a disastrous reign when 
Spain lost most of its American colonies. At the time of his ascen- 
sion to the throne, there was only one mint in Spanish America, 
that of Mexico City, but with the start of the revolutionary 
movements of 1810, several provisional mints were established, 
including one in Nueva Galicia’s capital city of Guadalajara. 
Opened in 1811, this mint seldom struck gold coins and as a result 
all of them are of great numismatic value. The specimen present- 
ed here is an extreme Mexican rarity, and with its unusual bust of 
King Ferdinand VI, will certainly be an outstanding addition to 
any collection.

Release:

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and 
Conditions of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer 
disputes shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue 
clause and jury waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which 
arbitration replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 
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46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot.

or b) for any claimant other than a consumer, the claim shall be presented in confidential binding 
arbitration before a single arbitrator, that the parties may agree upon, selected from the JAMS list 
of Texas arbitrators. The case is not to be administrated by JAMS; however, if the parties cannot 
agree on an arbitrator, then JAMS shall appoint the arbitrator and it shall be conducted under 
JAMS rules.

26471 Proclamation Collection & Study Group, This accumulation 


is the result of a 40 year attempt to acquire a full range of the 
proclamation COINS, as well as the medals, from Bolivia. Unlike 
in most countries, these coins were produced specifically to 
spread awareness about national events and heroes to the scat- 
tered indigent and indigenous population; as such they heavily 
circulated as coinage and were often holed for logical reasons. 
The pieces are housed in individual envelopes with one, two or all 
three of the standard reference numbers for this series carefully 
annotated. Primary is the Bosco reference from around 1980; a 
copy of it is probably available through us to the buyer or active 
bidders. Also used is the superb Davis Burnett reference which 
cross-references to Bosco and Fonrobert (1878 book which is 
the old classic for this series).The value estimate recognizes that 
a single buyer will figure many pieces at “wholesale” and is thus 
well below the likely $10,000 spent to acquire this collection. 
One gold issue is included: Belzu One Escudo 1854, listed under 
Burnett 64 and Fonrobert 9590, in EF with bold detail but some 
cleaning evidence. The rarest and most acclaimed proclama- 
tion COINS in the series were made by legislated decree after 
great effort to establish a mint in the small town between La Paz 
and Potosi called Oruro. The effort during 1849 failed due to 
machinery and personnel problems. Both major varieties of the 
one issue manufactured for this series are included; easiest way to 
differentiate the two is that one shows OR (Oruro monogram)-1 
S(Sueldo or Sol)-1849- JM (assayer) while the other has the JM 
first and mintmark last. The former, catalogued by Bosco as 
#17B, is on a larger sized flan with the obverse die displaying a 
massive diebreak on most examples; two are in this group. The 
Bosco #17A with smaller flan is only one. As is almost always 
the case, all three of these are holed. Struck during the era from 
1825 - 1850 are 33 other items, mostly holed except for the eleven 
hereby listed: Bosco #4 (2 examples), Bosco 6 (the only 1/2 Sol in 
the entire series, probably because coins so small did not have 
room to display messages and symbolic designs that could convey 
the desired message), Bosco #11 (2 pcs), Bosco 61 (higher number 
since the date is not specified on the coin), Bosco 16 (3 pcs, nice) 
and Bosco 18 (2 pcs of this popular Hercules design). The holed 
types by Bosco number include: 1.2, 2, 5, 6 (four with holes), 7 (4 
pes), 8, 9 (2 pcs), 11, 12, 13, 14, 62, 16 (with coin and medallic axis) 
(ironically this type is rarely seen with a hole unlike all others of 
the era), 18 (holed). Representing the period when the proclama- 
tion issues were most widely employed, 1850- 1857, are 38 pieces 
of which only five are Unholed: Bosco 22 (2 pcs), 28, 31 and 38. 
Holed types by Bosco # include: 23 (4 pcs), 24 (3 pcs), 27 (3 pcs 
including one of the rare variety without clouds above the moun- 
tain), 28, 29 (2 pcs), 30 (2), 31, 32, 33, 34 (3 pcs), 37 (2), 38 (2), 39, 40 
(2), 41, 42 (4 pcs). The final 62 pieces are from the era beginning in 
1861, passing through the Melgarejo period and ending with the 
Daza 20 Centavos 1879 always catalogued as a commemorative 
COIN. Unholed among these are four of the Acha 1/2 Peso 1861, 
Bosco 43, with one unusually nice. Others which are unholed 
listed by Bosco #: 44 (2 pcs), 46 (3 pcs), 47, 50 (4), 51 (2), 53 (6),54 
(2), 55 (6), 56 (5), 59, and 64 (2 nice examples of this famous 
and popular issue about the Amazones). Other holed examples 
include Bosco #: 44 (2), 45, 46 (2), 63, 50, 51, 55 and 64. Final 14 
pieces are unsorted holed 1 Sol sized items and 1865 1/2 Melgarejo 
pieces including contemporary fakes. Total of 137 pieces (count is 
approximate, overall and within categories). Quality is typical for 
widely circulated examples of the included types of the era; some 
may be choice for the type while others exhibit various typical 
small flaws (many have holes, mostly as noted).

BRITISH WEST INDIES 


26500 West Indies Mixed Country Bonanza, Dana Roberts collected 


coins from the entire world for nearly 40 years — probably 300 
different issuing authorities were represented among his thou- 
sands of coins. Thus, almost by default, he ended up with some 
West Indies pieces from many different islands. Additionally he 
acquired a handful of odd-ball coins or counterstamps which are 
uncertain as to origin, or at least unknown to us without research. 
This lot contains all of those plus many of the standard items from 
the region. The best we could arrange was a division into 31 dif- 
ferent categories, possibly representing some facsimile of island 
identification. A very brief inventory is presented knowing that 
specialists will wish to much more carefully inspect the items for 
themselves. The quality level covers the full range from nearly 
obliterated to mint state. Many of the pieces might be contem- 
porary counterfeits and a few may be extraordinary rarities that 
escaped Dana’s detection and were unstudied by us. Assume that 
it is you who need to decide the merit of each item as we simply 
certify that we counted 94 pieces in the box and all else is unveri- 
fiable. Due to space and time limitations, we will keep the data 
minimal but try to enlighten you as to what might be important. 
Antigua 1836 farthing. Bahamas-Inagua like Wood-#118 and 
Gibbs lot 1535 (famous 1966 Schulman sale attended by Dana) 
on Guanajuato 2R 1842 (very unusual incused countermark 
“feels” good). Bahamas 1806 (3 pcs). Barbados 1788 pineapple 
(4). BCT 1955 proof set (6 pcs). Brit Guiana 1/4 Gld 1809, 1/8 Gld 
1832, plus an 1838 Navigation token which is UNUSUAL with 
a St. Andrews Masonic Chapter countermark, possibly circa 
1871. The very knowledgeable Bob Lyle apparently indicated 
to Dana it might be “unique” as it is otherwise only known on 
1813 Stivers. Cuba tic-tac-do with star c/m on Sevilla 2R 1801 
& Madrid 1820. Curacao “3” in crenulated circle on two coins 
which were soldered together, foot to head, and appear to be on 
very genuine 8R coin fractionals (one boldly Mexican JJ assayer); 
Dana questions authenticity but they look very good to us without 
study. Butterfly c/m on genuine host is “assertedly CF”. Curacao 
“Reaal” 1821, Stuiver 1822, medal from 1831 commemorating the 
“very destructive” HURRICANE of 11 August; 39 mm lead, not in 
Byrne, possible later 19th century restrike?. Curacao 1/4 Gld with 
script “C” in oval; nice example. CuNi Stuiver ca. 1880, 1/10 Gld 
& 1/4 Gld 1900-01, 1942- 1944 WW2 items of 7 diff denomina- 
tions (11 pcs, mostly nice). Danish West Indies FR VII incused 
c/m on heavily circulated 1806 English penny. French Guiana 
(Cayenne) 2 Sous of various years, some apparently English fabri- 
cations; dated 1780, 1782, 1786 (rare?), 1787 (rare?), 1788 and 1789 
(7 samples). Also 10 Cntm 1818 (2) & 1846. Guadeloupe “RF” in 
small oval on face of USA large cent 1819 (c/s applied around 1850 
2). Guadeloupe 1903-1921 (5; 4 different). Jamaica William Smith 
token & very worn silver French medal & 1/2d 1907. Martinique 
1922. Montserrat “BLACK DOGG” . NWI 1/4 Gld 1794. Puerto 
Rico (?) crowned M c/m on holed Go 2R (ex-Almanzar). St. Barts 
crown c/s on Danish 2 Skilling 1715 (“unlisted host coin”), tre- 
foiled crown c/s on Cayenne Sou (2; both appear “correct”). Santo 
Domingo common 4 Maravedis (2). St. Eustatius (Philipsburg) 
ornate “TP (or P) in carefully framed circle over Bolivian 2 Soles 
1830JL; attribution is based on Hans Schulman when selling to 
Freeman Craig Senior about 1966: “Neat item, whatever the heck 
it is “. St. Kitts Black Dogg like Guttag 4612A (deeply incused 
stamp looks “correct”). St. Maarten (see Ray Byrne lot 1069 sold 
for $85 in 1975) token with large “5” in center with ST. M. below; 
nice example. St. Martin “M” incused on Cayenne 1789 (2 samples 
of very different texture). St. Vincent retrograde “S” on stampee. 
“Spanish West Indies” (??) Copper 34mm carefully manufactured 
pieces with reeded edge for “RL Servicio de Plaza” and “1R Cuarto 
de 8 a 10 Izquierda”. Ulex 2445, Fonrobert 7736. Apparently this 
obtained from Ray Byrne. Surinam Duit 1764. Tobago “TB” on 
stampee (2 pcs). Tortola large “T” incused on stampee. Trinidad 
“F.D.” on Irish 1/2d is similar to Byrne 1185 (?). Isles du Vent 6 
Sols 1731 & 1732. Vieque or Crab Island (says Hans Schulman) 
on very worn USA half dollar, possibly 1808. See Fonrobert 7751. 
Crenulated 13 points of rays around sun. “Virgin Island” 1974 25 
gram silver medal. “W I” (West Indies 2) incused on bust of Irish 
1/2d. Final item is Azores 1887 crown c/s near edge on worn silver 
of Spain. Thus 94 items (approximate count is not guaranteed) are 
offered. Quality is typical for widely circulated examples of the

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Lions & Madonna during 1849, Popular revalidation coun- 
termark was employed in San Jose during the early period of 
its independence to encourage retention of good-silver-fine- 
ness coins within its borders since they were in great demand 
in Nicaragua, Honduras, Salvador and Panama.
